QHORTLY after the University of Chiefffo, four 
year* ago introduced a new educational method, 
the Independent Study Plan, Georgs Washington, 
under the leadership of President Marvin, foUowed 
suit and inaugurated a similar plan for the benefit 
af superior students hem. 

Last week Dean Chauncey S. Boucher, of the 
University of Chicago, pronounced the four-year 
trial of the plan them a decided success. Summing 
up its effect in one word ho termed It “exhilarating”. 

Tbs statistics of the trial of the Independent 
Study Flan at University of Chicago am Interest- 
ing. In the first three-year period, oat at 2109 stu- 
dents, only 110 worn dismissed for poor work. 

To moot people the most Interesting phase of the 
plan is the opportunity it presents to finish the 
course in laaa than ttia normal time. However, out 
at the former group of students only 84 finished the 
first two yean’ work in lass than the normal time. 
It to obvious, that, that the main mason for the suc- 
cess of ths plan is not the chanoe to graduate quickly 
and brilliantly, but rather the opportunity to devote 
one’s time mom fully and seriously to real scholarly 
endeavor. 

It would be more interesting to aea how these 
figures compare with the parallel statistic! from 
this institution. To a largo part of the student 
body, the Independent Study Plan has merely been 
lomethii^ lntto catalogue; not a matter to be
